WARRANT FOR MARCH MEETING. 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Eaton, in the county 
of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 
- You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 
I. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

II. To raise. such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

-III. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to hire money to pay on debts of the town. 

IV. To see what action the town will take for the 
use and care of the Town Hall, and pass any vote or choose 
any officer for such purpose. 

V. To see what sum of money tie town will vote to 
raise to be expended on highways and bridges as a summer 
tax. 

VI. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to let out the breaking of the roads in sections to the 
lowest responsible bidder, said bids to be sealed and delivered 
to the selectmen on or before Nov. 1, 1910. 

VII. To see if the town will vote to raise the amount 
necessary to pay all road breaking bills at the next annual 
- town meeting.
